Some of his chiefs argued otherwise, 


declaring that armed forces In the field 
in the interim might precipitate'trou- 
ble. It was suggested, loo. that in def- 
erence to the wish of President Diaz 
to retire when tranqullity 
waa 
re- 


stored, the peace agreement be made 
Immediate, since his resignation Is ex- 
pected within four or fiv.e days.

latter view prevailed. 


Senor Madero's hesitancy, was basec 


on the Idea that a peace agreemenl 
could have no legal effect, inasmuch as

Diaz and Carral to Quit—Repre- 


sentatives Held 
Meeting at 


Juarez, Mexico—Judge Carbo 
jal Represented the Federal 
Government 


JUAREZ, Mex.. Way 22.—Officially 


designated represenatlves of the Mex! 
can government and th* revolutionist 
at 10 o'clock last night signed a peace 
agreement at the. customs house here 
Intended to end the hostilities 
tha 
have been waged In Mexico for the las 
six months. 


Though it covers only the principa 


points negotiated thus far, the agree- 
ment practically records the 
conces- 


sions by the government of those de- 
mands which started on Nov. 20 the 
armed revolution In Mexico. Telegrams 
announcing the signing of the agree- 
ment were dispatched throughout Mex- 
ico to revolutionary and federal leaders 
alike. 


Cpnat-'tutional restrictions prevent- 
ed the Inclusion in the agreement of 
the fact that the rebels will be permit- 
ted to'suggest to various state legis- 
latures the names of provisional gover- 
nors, and likewise the fact that six 
of the eight members of the new Cabi- 
net have been chosen by the revolu- 
tionists, but the agreement 
records 


that President Diaz and Vice-President 
Corral will resign and that' the. gov- 
ernment ia to concentrate Its attention 
on desired reforms. 


In the same room where 
President 


Taft and President Diaz met two years 
ago, where the portrait of President 
Taft looks down upoii the peace com- 
missioners, the portrait of President 
Diaz which once hung beside the Taft 
picture having long since teen 
re- 


moved, peace was formally declared. 
Text Of Agreement 


Judge CarbajaJ represented the fed- 


eral government and Dr. Vasquez Go 
mez, Francisco I. Madero and 
Senor 


Pino Suarez acted for the revolution 
Ists. The agreement follows: 


"In the city of Juarez, on the 21st 


day of May, 1811, In the custom house 
Senor Don. Francisco S. Carbajal, rep- 
resenting the government of Gen. Por- 
flrfo Diaz; Dr. Francisco Vasquez Go- 
mez, Don Francisco I. Madero and Don 
Jose Maria Pino'Suarez,. as the repre- 
sentatives of the revolutionary forces, 
having gathered 
to treat about the 


method of effecting a cessation of hos- 
tilities In the entire national territory, 
and considering: 


- "1—That Senor General Porftrio Diaz 
'las manifested his resolution of re- 
signing the presidency of the republic 
before the end' of the present month, 
and 


"2—That bona fide "news Is at hand 
that Hamon Corrall will resign the 
•ice-presidency of tha republic within 
,ho satric period, and 


"3—That by the administration 
of 


aw. Senor Francisco Leon de la Barra, 
at present minister of foreign; relations

Why Madero Hesitated 


The agreement 
was signed alter 


three days of Indecision. Francisco I. 
Madero, Jr., leader of the revolution, 
expressed the view that peace could be 
declared only when Senor de la Barra 
became provisional president and the 
new cabinet was installed. 


Some of his chiefs argued otherwise, 


declaring that armed forces In the field 
In the Interim might precipitate trou- 
ble. It was suggested, too. that In def- 
erence to the wish of President Diaz 
to retire when tramiulllty 
was 
re- 


stored, the peace agreement be made 
immediate, since his resignation is ex- 
pected within four or fl\;e days. 
The 


latter view prevailed. 


Senor Madero's hesitancy, was based 


on the idea that a peace agreement 
could have no legal effect, inasmuch as 
one of the parties^ the revolutionists, 
expired when peace was declared. 
It 


was pointed out to him, however, that 


for Tria 


a peace treaty in the legal sense of 
the word was not desired, but merely 
a signed declaration 
recording 
that 


W'hat had been done toward satisfying 
the demands of the revolutionists. Tha 
troops, it is provided, will be disband- 
ed proportionately as each stale Is re- 
stored to tranqulllty. As the revolution 
in many states has been Incited by the 
opposition to the governors, the reten- 
tion of armed forces 
until 
the 
new- 


governors are Installed constitutes a 
practical guarantee that the Issue will 
not bo evaded. 


The signing of the agreement gave a 


definite aspect to the more or less tan- 
jled status of the peace parleys which 
has existed for the last week.

.If "tinreasonabre; 
restraint of trade be'an'o/fense under the-Sherman 


act, can it be denied that restraint .of .trade in a lesser degree is an offense 


equally forbidden under the lawf 
We think not; but according to the 


iccent decision of the court the offense iii order to be a violation of the 


Sherman law must be an "nnduc" or -'.'unreasonable!' restraint of trade. 
The decision will bring np so many difficulties and inconsistencies that 
congress will have to take up the Sherman law and raociify it so as-In apply 
unequivocally to the present situation. 


The supreme court was in a very difficult position, and in finding a 


way olit it sought the line of least resistance. A strict application of the 
Sherman law at the present time, when the trusts are at the height of their 
.jiower, would spread panic and business'disaster throughout the land. 
•The trouble is, that so many vast combines were allowed to grow up in open 
violation of the letter and tho spirit of the law. They have attained such 
•monstrous power .that the highest court iu the land hesitates to apply tho 
law boldly and without reserve. 


The question whether (lie highest court in tho country can invest 


£.ny Ia,w with a meaning which its terms, do. not implicitly convey, is a new 
one-that congress will soon have to consider and settle.. It is a question 
that involves the:safety of the constitution and the strict interpretation of 
all the statutes as they pass from the hands of the law-making power.

The supreme court of this state has run its legal auto through the 


speed laws of Massachusetts intended to limit the speed of automobiles 


and thus to reduce the danger of 'accidents. 
The court hoids that if a 


jury finds that the rate of speed was reasonable and proper, having due 


Jega^d to traffic.'and safety of the'public; it'should find for the defendant. 


( , The only trouble with this decision is that what one jury will deem 


reasonable another will hold unreasonable, so (hat there can be no uniform 


enforcement of the laws in regard to speed 6u the public highways. 
The 


result will be that the scorchers can be held only when they hit somebody 


ur do some harm through fast driving, and then only when you can calch 


them, which happens only when they themselves get hurt and are unable 
to drive off. 
• . 
. 


Already the bad effect of this decision is apparent in reckless driving. 


Before the summer, is out we are likely to have a state of affairs that will 
make it very hazardous for anybody to drive on the public highways. Pub- 
lic safety demands some regulation other than the whim or the discretion 
of the man at the steering wheel. Is it not within the rights of the legis- 
lature or the authorities of every city and town'to fix the speed limit at 
vhich the public- safety will be properly conserved 1 One driver who sees 
the rond clear may feel .justified in running forty miles an hour, while 
another more conservative may feel that twenty miles an hour is the 
lighesf limit at which accidents can be-avoided. 
The legislature should 


solve Diis state of chaos into which tho annulment of the speed laws has 
thrown the driving of aulos in this state. 


There is no desire to impose unnecessary restraints, but there should 


be some limit to prevent strangers with high power machines from tcttring 
through our streets like a .whirlwind, for, if they strike a pedestrian or a 
vehicle, they are out of sight before anybody can realize what has happened.
